Examples Of Coeperatien Between Madison 
And Venice Shew Hew Public Con Benefit 

Two examples of cooperation between local cities 
were offorded by news articles this week. In one 
inponce, a series of seven burglaries in Madison and 
Venice, reported within a three-doy period, was solved 
and arrests were made after o ioinf investigation by 
the two police deportments. 

Announcement that the city of Modison plans to 
construct o dog pound resulted in o proposal by Venice 
officiols that their city be included and shore in the 
cost of the project. The cost for each city would be 
less than if each hod proceeded on its own, and it 
seems proboble that an odequate structure can be de¬ 
signed without extensive alteration of the plans pre¬ 
pared for Madison. 

These examples show how the public can benefit 
from enlightened cooperation between neighboring 
cities. Some day, residents of the Quad-Cities may see 
fit to goin numerous advantages, among them more 
economy in government, by consolidating all local 
cities into one. Until then, some of these benefits can 
be derived from close cooperation of the type now 
being demenslreted. 


Public Hearing Scheduled Here 
On Vitally-Needed County Zoning 

As emphasized from the start of efforts to obtain 
fair and effective land use ond zoning controls for 
the unincorporated area of Madison county, the public 
has o large slake in such controls and they are set 
up with the specific purpose of benefiting the people 
residing in this county. 

To inform citizens of whol controls ore proposed, 
o series of five public meetings has been scheduled. 
One of them will be held June 23 in Granite City 
for residents of Granite City, Venice, Nameoki and 
Chouteau townships. All questions from the public ore 
to be answered, ond there will be representatives 
present from the Madison County Regional Plan Com¬ 
mission, the Zoning ond Subdivision Control Commit¬ 
tee of the county board and the firm employed by the 
county to make a study of land use and zoning. 

The hearings mark an important step toward tbe 
time when the badly needed controls con be adopted. 
Public knowledge and support are vital, and the pro¬ 
cedure being followed mokes it cleor that the wishes 
and needs of Madison county residents ore being given 
, prime consideration. 

Alton May, chotrman of the county boord com¬ 
mittee, describes proper lend use and zoning as a 
“must,” and G. W. Hoelscher, chairman of the Madi¬ 
son County Citizens' Planning Committee, has stressed 
' the need for prompt action due to rapid development 
of areas on the fringe of existing cities. 

In the field of zoning, Madison county Is o quor- 
•fer-century behind many Illinois counties. It It not loo 
tale, but steps must be taken now to preserve the value 
of locol homes, eneouroge industrial growth ond moke 
orderly expansion passible. All persons having views 
on this topic will find it well worth their time to at¬ 
tend the county zoning hearing here June 23.

Interest Charges On Debt Second 
Largest Cost Of Federal Government 

What price notional debt? Current interest charges 
overoge $51.48 a person throughout the country, near¬ 
ly a dollar a week. 

For Madison county residents, the average indi¬ 
cates on expenditure of over $10,000,000 each year. 
The rale will go up in the next fiscal year to a new 
high of $53.71 o person, based on on expected na¬ 
tional rise to neatly $9,500,000,000. Next to De* 
fense Deportment spending, poymenls for interest on 
the debt will be the largest cost in the next year, ex¬ 
ceeding the large outlays for agriculture and veterans. 

The national debt stands at $291,000,000,000 or 
nearly $1650 for every mon, woman ond child Iti the 
United Slates. Madison county residents would need 
over $300,000,000 to pay off their shore. The debt 
figure is lorger than the combined savings of the 
American people in savings accounts, Iffe Insurance 
ond government bonds. 

Interest costs ore paid directly from taxes and 
yet bring nothing in return. The staggering total of 
interest charges underlines the importance of keeping 
the amount of the public debt under reasonable con¬ 
trol.
